In the artificial 
cclreumstanees of our civilisation, 
which affords so many now forma 
of stimulation, and has detached 
ua from 80 many of the natural 
ones, we need to be careful that 
all our senses and all our emotions 
are: stirred and satieficd in duo 
proportion, 
Otherwise, there is a. definite 
risk of some of the more valuable 
elements in our sensibility at- 
rophying or fading out, Many of 
us have as good as lost our sense 
of smell, whilst quite'a lot of .us 
fend such cmotionally sedentary 
lives that we have come to be con- 
sclously interested In little but. 
ourselves and our personal pnsscs- 
sions. 
Not always can such individuals 
be blamed for this real degencra- 


‘thon: for our soctal structure has: 


for many people, made it almost 
inovitable, Their work, their food, 
even thelr homes, are Hobson's 
ruther than their own choice. 


PLEASING THE EYE. 


Not all, however, can plead this 
excune; and many of the nobler 
manifestations of emotional vitall- 
ty are shown by people whose 
circumstances are least encaurag- 
Ing. The gencrosity of the poor, 
for instance, is notorious; and 
sensitivity to natural beauty Js not 
infrequently most marked in those 
whose customary environment is 
such 48 to make access to beautiful 
things dificult. : 

At a Health Congress the other 
day one of the medical spenkera 
stressed the point that the tasteful 
presentation of foods is nearly na 
hyglencally important as is the 
choice of tho foods themselves.

How much more hungry do we 
need to be to tackle an indifferent- 
ly cooked meal, served in slovenly 
manner on a dirty cloth amidat 
general disorder! .

Hygienic aesthetics is far 
too much neglected in our schools 
and In our self-education, 

This is but one example; but the 
same relation between physical 
health and emotional and sensory 
exercise and fulfilment holds in 
every department of human life:

But our senses and our emotions, 
like our musclos, and other bodily 
parts, if they are to’ be kept in 
good’ working “order muat be auit- 
ably exercised, In the artificial 


 eireumstances’ of our civilisation, 


which affords 50 many new forms 
of stimulation, and has detached 
us from so many of the natural 
ones, we need to be careful that 
all our senses and all our emotions 
aro sUrred and satisfied jn due 
proportion. 


Otherwise, there ina ‘definite

elements in our’ senribility at. 
rophying or fading out. Many of 
us have as goed, as lost our senso 
of smell, whilst quite a Jot of us 
lead’ such ‘emotionally sedentary 
lives that we have come to be con- 
sclously interested In Httle but 
ourselves and our personal posses- 
sions. . 

Not always can such Individuals 
be blamed for thin real degenera- 
‘tlons for our social structure has 
for many people made it almost. 
inevitable, Their work, their food, 
even their homes, jure Hobson's 
rather than their own cholce. 


PLEASING THE EYE. 


Not ali, however, can plead this 
excuse; and many of the nobler 
manifestationa of-emotlonal vitali- 
ty are shown by people whose 
circumstances are least encourag- 
ing. “The generosity of the poor, 
for instance, is notorious; and 
sensitivity to natural beauty is not 
infrequently most nmurked in those 
whose customary environment is 
such us to make access to beautiful 
things difficult. 

- At a Health Congress the other 
day one of the medieal speakers 
stressed the point that the tasteful 
presentation of foods is nearly as 
hyglencally important as is 
choice of the foods themselves.

The difference in result is enorm- 
ous. The digestive glands, Hke 
most of our other organs, respond 
to emotional states; our mouths 
water at the slight of luscious 
fruits or the smell of a savoury 
dish. Wyglenic aesthetics is far 
too much neglected in our schools 
and in our gelf-education, 

This is but one example; but the 
same relation between ‘ physical 
health and emotional and sensory 
‘ holds in 
every department of human life. 

Our personal lives are far uglier 
.than they need be; far more self- 

atultifying.
